rhofe mentioned by Pliny in Ethiopia, are the neareſt to 
it, only a fhorrer Neck: and, Mane.

The Platonifts have made many bold Affertions, 
both concerning the State of the Sout before it came into 
the Body, as alo after 5, but their. Reajons are as flrange 
as their Affertions, What Priviledges fome Souls may 
enjoy in their feparate ftate above others, is yet a Riddle, 
but there are fome Inftances of chis Nature unatcounrable. 
To mention one; Cafar Baronius in his Annals, mefftions 
an entire Friendfhip , betwixt one Michael Mercatus , and 
Marfilius Ficinus, and this Friend{hip was the ftronger be- 
twixe them , by reafon of a mutual Agreement in cheir 
Studies, and an addifednefs to the Doctrins of Plato. Ic 
fell out, that thefe Two difcourfing together (as they 
ufed ) of che State of Man after Death, —— to Plato's 
Opinions (there is extant aLearned Epiftle of Marfilius, 
to Michael Mercatus wpon the fame fubje&,) bue when 
their Difputation and Difcourfe was drawn out fomething 
long, they fhat it up: with.chis firm agreement, that which- 
foever of them two fhould firft depart out of this life, 
(ific might be) fhould afcertain the Survivor of che Stare 
of che other life, and whether the Soul be Immortal or not: 
this Agreementbeing made and mytually {worn unco, they 
departed. In a fhorttime, it fell our, thar while An- 
chael Mercatus,\was one Morning carly ac his Scud upon 
the fudden he heard the noife of an Horfe upon the al. 
bop, and then ftopping at his Door, withat he heard the 
Noice of Marfilius bis Friend, crying to him, Ob Michael, 
Ob Michael, thofe things are true, they are true ; Michael 
wondring to hear his Friends Voice, rofe up, and open- 


He amazed at this exrraordinary aceidemt, very folic 
toufly enquired if any ching had ha to Marfilius, 
who then lived at —13— where he had breathꝰd hi

Anfw. *Tis a vulgar error, grounded upon a want of 
coaftderation of the Change of ‘our Bodies, according 
to the Seafons a Mor Hand purinto Cold Water, is more 
fenfibly-affefted; than a Cold Hand put into Cold Water : 
But chat Springs ate hotter in Winter chan other Waters, is 
evident, andthe Reafon is, other Waters are expofed to 
the Cold atid open Air 5 but Springs running through the 
Bowels of the Earth, (oftentimes very deep, ) are pre- 
ferved from the power of Cold. Hence itis, thac in 
the Winter, Fifth berake themfelves to the Deepeft wa- 
cers, where they are fartheft, and confequencly. freeft 
from the extremity of Cold. 2 

Queft, 15. Why ts Sound, being no fubftance, but only x 
patible Quality, conveyed by the Wind ? 

Anfw. A Sound may be heard under Water, but much 
more dull and weak than in the Air ; now Water muft 
be the Vebicle of Conveyance here, and not Wind, for there 
is not Wind in Water , but what is imprifon’d in round 
Bubbles, and is by fome other intervening Body denied 
its Mounting up. Bur if. Water which is a heavy thick 
Body, can Convey a Sound, and Air can do the fame in 
a more brisk and lively manner 5 no doubt bur the Ele. 
ment of Fire cannot want that Quality in a manner, yer 
far more a€tive than either of them. Burt che manner of 
Conveyance is the Queftion. Thus then, a Sownd is 
duced by aColfifion ot ftriking together of two Bodies, 
which ftroke az the fame rime makes a Compreffion and As 
gitation of the Air; mow the Air being the Receptacle.
